SLANDEDING THE DEAD 


It is not playing with words to say 
that all right-thinking, decent-mind- 
ed people in Canada—we hope in the 
United States also—who have read 
the reports ring in the press of 
Uhe alleged inquiry into the loss of 
the steamship? Vestris, have been 
shocked beyond measure. The das- 
tardly effort to blacken and besmirch 
the name of the heroic captain of that 
ill-fated ship, who went to his death 
like a man and a sailor, is one of the 
mos: brutally inhuman incidents that 
has happened in the United States 
since the Declaration of Independ- 
ance. That che American people, who 
at heart are as kindly a people as 
live, approve of the Tuttle inquiry we 
cannot believe, although so far there 
has been little of protest made by any 
of them. 

To begin with, no Court and no 
commission in tthe United States has 
the least shadow of right to hold such 
an inquiry. The Vestris was a Brit- 
ish ship, British-owned, and its offi- 
cers and crew were amenable to the 
laws of Britain, not to the laws of the 
United States, excepting insofar as 
port regulations were concerned when- 
ever the ship might have been in a 
United Staltes port. The British 
Board of Trade is the tody to investi- 
gate and find upon the causes of the 
disaster, and the only court or body 
to apportion blame. Every nation in 
the world recognizes and admits the 
impartiality of the British Board of 
Trade’s findings in maritime matters 
and many of them, indeed accept its 
judicial fiindings without question. 
The whole matter might safely have 
been left where it belonged. The at- 
tempt of this United States commis- 
sion, or whatever it may be, to usurp 
the functions of the British authorita- 
tive body is a piece of collosal impu- 
dence if not, in fact, a breach of in- 
ternational law. 

The worst feature of the affair, 
though, is the unscrupulous effort to 
damn the character and reputation of 
the Captain of the Vestris who, un- 
fortunately being dead, cannot speak 
in his own behalf. But nobody who 
knows the British sailor, or the trad- 
itions of the sea, will believe for one 
moment that Captain Carey failed in 
his duty. He was not of the breed 
that fails in doing duty. He fought 
to save his ship and the lives of his 
passengers and crew, fought heroical- 
ly, and when all was over and hope- 
less he met death with a smile. Brit- 
ish sailors require lessons in courage 
from no man, especially not from the 
Tuttles and their kind, whose only 
fights have been to get themselves el- 
ected to wellipaying jobs, and whose 
only risk taken is the risk of not get 
ting enough votes telegraphed to el 
ect them to office. We ‘‘turn down 
a glass’’ to the memory of Captain 
Oarey and the other brave men of the 
Vestris who died at the post of duty 
and who have added another chapter 
of the heroiem of the men who ‘‘go 
down to the sea in ships.’’

man was changed with causing the 
death of Dr. Hobbs. It happened that 
Lord was with Scott when the abuse 
of Hobbs was going on, which is for- 
tunate for the citizens of Alberta. 
Lord gave his evidence in a straight- 
forward manner, and even Scott ack- 
nowlediged that Lord was in no way 
to blame. Without Lord’s evidence, 
it would have been practically impos- 
sible to arrive at the cause of Dr, 
Hobb’s death, and it would in all 
probability have remained an unsolv- 
ed case, or have been attributed to a 


fall off a ladder or something else. 
Since giving his evidence, as any real 
man would, Lord has beer an object 
of contemp: amorg the ci:.2. attend- 
ants, many of them refuse to speak 
or recognize him, and he is contin- 
ually being made the target for an- 
onymouse insulting m-csages, and 
nothing to make his life miserable 
is being overlooked, And this is 
because he saw his duty and 
did it. Lord hasi complained to 
the ‘‘higher ups’? and the only sat- 
isfaction he received was, ‘‘Well, 
Lord, if I were in your place I’d send 
in my re.'gnation,’’ 

What d> the other attendants at the 
Hospital want? Apparently they 


«want someone with a more or less 


elastic conscience, who will wink at 
objectionable things that possibly zo 
on. As to Lord’s resigning his pos- 
ition—why should it be necessary. 
And if he is compelled to do so by the 
insults of the other employees, the 
least the government can do is to 
give him another position in one of 
their many institutions. To our way 
of thinkin, a few men with the cons- 
cience of Lord should be scattered 
throughout every public institution. 
When the employees of an establish- 
ment know that wrong-doing will be 
reported, the fact has a most benefic- 
ial efifect on all concerned.

Since the mid- 
night assault upon him by the other 
attendants who thought that he 
should have given no information 
with reference té the case, he is a 
physical wreck. He does not know 
what to expect, and is afraid to go 
out of the Hospital and go up town 
at night. Not that Lord is a coward. 
In ail probability he is more than a 
match with his fists (as many English 
boys are) for the majority of young 
men of his age, but his experiences 
on the night of his assault are not 
easily forgotten. 

We think Lord has something com- 
ing to him from the government, and 
if it does not come, we think thut 
Lord has a perfectly legitimate case 
for heavy damages against the gov- 
e~nment, and ve would svggest that 
Ye take the matter up with some re- 
liable lawyer,
